opinion of the average ‘schools in Hongkong is 
that they do not giva the right opportunity to 


students who wish to gain, by thcir studies, a means of. 


living. 


To begin wlth, subjects like 
poctry 'and history should be 
learnt only by those who wish 
to do so, os these subjects are 
of ttle or no use to a work- 
ing man. 


It js, no doubt, added’ know- 
ledge but the dime used In these 
subjects could very well be 
used to improve important sub- 
jects Uke maths and science. 

Ag there is o wide variety of 
subjects in school, a student— 
unless he is very brilliant—will 
usuaily be weak in one or two 
of them. These, in the end, 
cause their downfall and a 
whole year's work and study 
will have been wasted because 
of insuMecient subjects. 


MORE SCHOOLS 


Therefore more schools should 
be built for students who wish 
te specialise in certain subjec 
in which they are good. : 

This will help stem the con 
tinuous flow of students, who 
have to leave school but do not 
have enough icnowledge of any 
special subject, though they 
know a Little of several sub- 
jects.
